The Cummins law was passed befcre the 


decision of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission regarding the delivery of goods 
from trunks. This law provided for the 
placing of value on trunks, and the com- 
mission held in its ruling that the value 
must be a “true and actual value.” Ruling 
was also made that packages shipped by 
express should be valued at “true and ac- 
tual value.”

Mr. Adamson’s bill reads: 

“Be it enacied by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That any 
person, natural or artificial, engaged in 1n- 
terstate commerce or in foreign commerce, 
who shall make, utter, use or circulate any 
false statement, verbal, written or printed, 
in pictures, signs or symbols, or in letters, 
circulars, posters, books, newspapers or other- 
wise, as to the character, quality, quantity or 
value of any chattels, goods or merchandise 
being shipped or sold in interstate com- 
merce or in foreign commerce with intent 
to cheat or defraud, and who shall thereby 
cheat or defraud any person whomsoever; 
orwho,byany deceitful means or artificial 
practises in interstate commerce or in for- 
e1rgn commerce with intent to cheat or de- 
fraud, shall cheat or defraud any person 
whomsoever, shall be guilty of a mtsde-

Gold Brick Sellers Find Victim Who 
Paris with H's Money for Worth- 
less Brass. 


DAI rIMORE, Md., Dec. &. Three months 
ago Oscar Caplan, 610 E. Baltimore St.. 
was approached by a man who inquired if 
he ever bought old gold, and on being an 
swered in the affirmative. stated that he 
had several men going around the country 
collecting it, and later would be able t 
bring him a quantity. From time to time 
Mr. Caplan saw this man in the vicinity, 
and last Monday he called to say that his 
friends would be in the city Tuesday, and 
he would bring them to Mr. Caplan t 
make the sale if he could get a commis 
sion out of it. To this Mr. Caplan agreed 

(On Tuescay the man took the jeweler 

the Raleigh Hotel after Mr. Caplan had 
failed to induce the man to come to his 
store. There the jeweler met a_ second 
man, and in a short time a third man 
appeared. The second man_ thereupon 
opened a bag, took out an ordinary cash 
hox and displayed a quantity of disks and 
strips of gold, which Mr. Caplan recog 
nized as being of good quality, but said 
he desired to test the gold. They agreed 
and went to his store, where the stuff 
tested to 16 karats fine, and on weighing 
was found to be valued at $792. This 
amount the jeweler agreed to pay but 
lacked enough cash and the men refused 
checks.

United States Senate Preparing to Dis- 
cuss Amendments to the Tariff Law. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 8.—If the Sen- 

ate can find.time during the present session 
for matters other than the great big inter- 
national and national problems incident to 
the war it is probable that the Congres- 
sional searchlight will be turned on some 
mighty interesting corners of the Under- 
wood tariff law The war has so upset 
normal importing and exporting conditions 
that there are a good many who would like 
to know just wa: effect the present tariff 
would have had if it were not for the Euro- 
pean situation. 

With this object in view Senator Fletcher 
yesterday introduced a resolution calling 
upen the Secretary of Commerce to furnish 
the Senate information regarding the value 
of imports, exports and export duties under 
the present and the two preceding tariff 
acts, with a special statement for the period 
trom the enactment of the existing tariff 
act to the outbreak of the European war, 
compared with a corresponding period of 
the previous year; the value of imports, 
compared with the value of domestic pro- 
duction, and the expenditure for wages in 
each industry before the outbreak of the 
war, and other information along a similar 
line.

silver watch cases and his reputation as a 
manufacturer gradually grew until it ex- 
tended throughout the country.

Creditors Agree to Accept Settlement 
Offer of 40 Cents on the Dollar. 

David Elters, a repairer and jewelry deal- 
er, 151 Ave. A, New York, executed a 
general assignment for the benefit of credi- 
tors last Wednesday. Harry Rosenfeld, an 
attorney at 261 Broadway, was named as 
the assignee.

improved condition began 
some time ago and was reflected in the re- 
ports throughout November, but the im- 
provement in the first half of the past 
month has gone away ahead of anything 
that could have been predicted as a result 
of the business of the previous 30 days. 

The good condition in the trade during 
November was reflected in many ways, not 
the least important fais the very small 
number of failures reported in our indus- 
try and the equally small amount of liabili- 
ties involved. According to the figures by 
R. G. Dun & Co, there were but 15 insolven- 
cies in the jewelry trade in the month just 
passed, with liabilities of but $132,011, as 
against 32 in November a year ago, when 
the liabilities amounted to $594,905. The 
same authority gives the number of failures 
in November, 1913, as 24, with liabilities of 
$285,009; 1n November, 1912, as 15, with 
liabilities of $413,052, and November, 1911, 
as 20, with habilities of $352,867. Thus it 
will be seen that the last month made the 
best showing for November for many years 
back, as well as the best showing for any 
month of the past vear.

of standard articles in order to attract peo- 
ple to his store is in any way a benefactor. 
That they realize for the first time that 
sentiment in favor of the Sevens bill has 
been growing throughout the community, 
that the arguments in favor of it are being 
carefully considered and that the measure 
stands a good chance of enactment was 
clearly shown in a letter sent out last week 
by one of the largest department stores of 
the country calling upon retailers to get 
‘together to fight this measure.

I will begin with the assumption that you 
have verified the facts presented in my last 
three articles and have proved to your own 
satisfaction that the elimination of glare 
and the absolute concealment of lamps in 
display-window lighting is necessary. Next 
we are confronted with the question of 
utilization. Given a lamp, how are we to 
utilize its light most effectively and eco- 
nomically? Electric illuminants are so con- 
structed that most of the light 1s emitted 
from the side of the lamp, there being prac- 
tically no light-radiating surface at the tip 
nd of the lamp, while the other end is a 
lecidedly non-luminous brass screw-cap. 

The problem of utilizing this side lght 
requires that we place over the lamp a re- 
lirecting surface of such a nature that the 
light will be redirected by it downward, 
vhere it is required upon the merchandise 
displayed below, and not upon the ceiling, 
vhere there is no merchandise and conse- 

iently no necessity for attracting attention 

The market is flooded with 
rthless devices known as “shades” and 
eflectors,’ the majority of which possess 
redirective qualities whatsoever and ac- 
ly absorb more light than they transmit 
reflect, and it is these inferior articles 
ich are usually advertised most exten- 
ely.

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The Chronometer and Its Escapement.

(Continued from issue r ere S.) 


Part I. 
W HEN examining the escapement pro- 
ceed in the following way: See that 
the 
smooth. 
distance 
from rest 
drops on the impulse pallet, 
till the tooth drops off, and 
the tooth laps far enough on the impulse 
pallet. If the distance should be at all very 
small the intersection or lapping is shallow. 
If the distance be large the intersection, 
though deep enough for safety, may be of 
such a depth as to cause the liabil ty of set- 
ting. This test should be repeated with 
each tooth. If the intersection varies in 
extent the teeth are not of equal length 
or have been bent in some way or other. 
Insufficient intersection for safety, catch- 
ings on the corner of the pallet or missing 
t altogether should be remedied by, prefer- 
ably, replacing the wheel. If the intersec- 
tion be merely a trifle shallow, a deeper and 
and safer intersection may be obtained by 
turning the impulse roller on the staff so 
as to bring the pallet a little more toward 
the line of centers of the balance and es- 
cape wheel. To observe this test of clear- 
ance the movement with escapement should 
be held up to a strong cross light in such 
a position that the balance falls toward the 
escape wheel as closely as it can, it being 
taken for granted that it is in beat and 
running. There should be visible just suff- 
cient clearance between the tooth nearest 
the impulse roller (see Dec. 8) and the 
edge of the impulse roller; also between 
the tooth opposite the impulse pallet and 
the point of the impulse pallet when they 
are nearest together and just opposite. Hold 
the balance, if any difficulty is experienced 
in observing the latter clearance, when they 
are opposite each other—that is, the impulse 
pallet and tooth. The light should be just 
visible, and no more, between them. 
If the “lights” between the wheel teeth 
and the edge of the roller are not equal, 
which they should be, the foot of the de-

the impulse pallet should be drawn forward 
by first warming the shellac. Were this 
error left unrectified there would be too 


much drop on to the locking after the 
wheel leaves the impulse pallet, and it is 
well known that with an excessive drop 


there is great danger of tripping. 

Safe locking may be insured by setting 
the detent so that when the banking screw 
is removed and the locking pallet is free 
of the wheel teeth it will spring in no fur- 
ther than the rim of the wheel. 

The Drops-—There are two drops, the 
drop of the driving or impulse tooth—the 
one nearest the impulse pallet—from the 
position of rest till it strikes the impulse 
pallet, and a small drop from the position 
of the next tooth to that of the locking. 
The first drop is known as the engaging 
drop and the latter as the disengaging drop. 
30th are very important, as their extents 
affect both the safety of the intersection 
and the useful amount of draw, besides 
causing the time and liability of the chro- 
nometer to vary or even stop. Generally, 
when “the drop” is spoken of only the en- 
gaging drop is meant. The size of the im- 
pulse roller is variable. A grea: deal de- 
pends on the number of teeth of the escape 
wheel and the distance between the centers, 
these quantities being no constant. In ma- 
rine chronomeiers the roller is usually half 
the size of the escape wheel. 

The lifting angle adopted in present-day 
ships’ chronometers is 45 degrees. This is 
sometimes reduced a little for the allowance 
of clearance. If degrees be taken for 
clearance, 10 degrees for engaging and 5 
degrees for disengaging drop, there would 
be left 25 degrees for actual contact while 
driving. This shows that the action is none 
too large, requiring perfection of adjust- 
ment. If the engaging drop be too great 
the balance vibrations may be so reduced as 
to cause it to set, more especially so if the 
balance be at all heavy and the motive force 
weak. If the drop be too short there is 
danger of the tooth missing the pallet or 
catching on its corner because of the pallet 
not being far enough in advance to make 
the proper depth of intersection, as men- 
tioned before The engaging drop is 
changed by turning the impulse roller on

With the 


disengaging drop there can 


hardly be too little drop off the impulse 
pallet, provided that the tooth nearest the 
roller edge stands far enough, after the 


drop, from the roller to safely clear its 
edge and the point of the impulse pallet 
during the or silent vibration. On 
the other hand, the drop may be too great, 
in which event there will be a waste of im- 
pulse, which is expended on the locking 
instead of on the impulse pallet. This en- 
dangers the security of the locking and 
probable buckling of the detent, with con- 
sequent errors. 

The crescent of the impulse roller should 
be deep enough to prevent the point of the 
tooth touching its lowest portion in any 
position. It should also be wide enough to 
prevent any danger of the tooth hitting its 
corner when starting to overtake the pallet, 
but yet not so wide that a second tooth 
could get into it while one was on the pal- 
let. Note the proportions and various posi- 
tions as depicted in the drawing illustrated 
in Part I last week. 

The locking face should have perceptible 
draw, and more so in pocket watches, for 
any inability to keep the tooth on the lock- 
ing face will make the watch totally un- 
reliable for carrying purposes. This draw 
prevents the spring-detent from _ being 
thrown or jarred off the banking, an] the 
pivoted detent from leaving it by rebound- 
ing after striking it. On the other hand, 1 
must not be so great as to make unlock ng 
a difficulty. It is recommended that the 
locking pallet be not perfectly upright, but 
lean a little from the center of the wheel 
and a little toward the foot of the detent. 
This causes the locking to take place at 
the root of the stone, so that the action of 
locking and unlocking does not tend so 
much to distort the detent. The face of the 


dumb 


impulse pallet should also be slightly in- 
clined so that it bears on the upper part 
of the wheel teeth. By this means the im- 
pulse pallet will not mark the wheel in the 
same spot as the locking pallet. 

The Detent—The spring of the detent 
should be stiff enough to bring the detent 


back to its place against the banking in 
time to catch the next tooth, but not so 
quickly that the pipe will hit the point of 
a tooth before it has had time to get out 
of the way after unlocking. To prevent 
this it is usual to carry the locking sione 
as far out of the wheel as it moved to un- 
lock the wheel. If the spring is stiff, or

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the detent light, this may be necessary, In 
some cases a lesser distance might answer. 
Again, the further a detent needs to be car 
ried back in unlocking, the stiffer its spring 
must be in order to bring it back to its 
place in time. The detent itself must not 
be too slender and liable to bend. The 
ionger it 1s the heavier it must be to give 
it rigidity, and the spring must be stiffer 
to move it quickly, both of which are ob- 
jectionable. The detent should be examined 
when in action to observe whether the de- 
tent spring or even the detent itself does 
not give under the blows of the teeth and 
bend, distort or tremble, nor spring and 
vibrate when flying to the banking, nor fail 
‘o rest safely against it. 

To test whether the chronometer 1; in 
beat, bring the balance to the position of 
rest and perfectly free. If the balance is 
turned the same distance in either direction 
to enable the detent to escape the escapement 
will be in beat. This may be tested by allow- 
ing the balance to be free and at rest once 
more with the escape wheel locked. The 
end of the gold spring shou'd be close to 
the back side of the unlock ng pallet. Move 
the balance till the spring drops off the dis- 
charging pallet. Note the distance moved 


and bring the balance back to rest. Re- 
verse the operation and again no‘e te dis- 
tance and then let the tooth escape. The 


two distances should be equal. If the es- 
capement is m beat it may be tested by 
starting—that is, it should start off by mov- 
ing the balance in either direction and lib- 
erating it the moment the drdp occurs. This 
should be tested in both dire-tions. If the 
distances are equal, but the balance fails 
to unlock when liberated in the tirst posi- 
tion, the unlocking will then be too difficult 
for some reason which sh uld be dis- 
covered an! remedied. If unlocking fails 
in the second position the impulse roller 
may be too small, balance too heavy for 
the motive force or too little drop cn the 
impulse palle’. When examining, nothing 
should be overlooked, but each part of its 
construction and every phase of its action 
should be carefully studied. A hasty exami- 
naticn is in reality a slow examination, in 
which there is neither gain nor satisfaction 

A very important and distinct feature 
w.th the chronometer escapement is_ that 
nowhere on any part of the escapement is 
it oiled, excep‘ing the pivots of the balance 
staff, escape wheel and of the pivoted de- 
tent. Oiling cf any of the other parts would 
result in either immediate or ultimate stop- 
page. This feature is very advantageous, for 
it removes avery objectionable factor, name- 
ly, friction. It will surprise not a few to be 
made aware of this fact. QOuiul, though elimi- 
nating friction owing to its certain peculiar 
properties, would in such a fine, delicately 
constructed instrument be a hindrance and 
cause that prcperty which in other instru- 
ments and mac-ines it reduces to a mini- 
mum. 

Another cbjectionable fault, though not 
sO important, is the setting of the hands 
backward, a thing that should be discour- 
aged. Let us see what would happen if 
the hands were turned backward. The 
tooth, which has dropped off the pallet—the 
one near the rcller edge—may catch in the 
crescent, behind the impulse pallet, during 
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the dumb vibration, which would result 
either in bending or marring the tooth and 
its point, or even breaking off either balance 
pivot. It may even butt against the roller, 
and the stronger the hands are pushed the 
more danger is there of breaking or injur 


ing something. Even holding the seconds 
hand back tor a certain instant for the pur- 
pose of setting the chronometer is just as 
dangerous. lor example, supposing that 


when the seconds hand 1s released and the 
tooth jumps torward the balance is making 
its return vibration, so that both it and the 
escape wheel are moving in the same direc- 
tion at tull speed, and the point of the 
tooth happens to come in contact with the 
end of the pallet or at a shallow point at 
one end of the crescent, it will nine times 
out of 10 result in a bent or blunted toot: 
with an accompanying broken pivot. 

When taking off or putting on the hands 
there should be no forward or backward 
pressure, but directly upward or downward 
By pushing or twisting the hand, especially) 
the seconds hand, backward the aforemen- 
tioned results will happen. If twisted or 
jerked forward the pressure on the lock- 
ing pallet may bend the tooth, loosen o1 
break the pallet jewel, and also do an 1tn- 
jury to or even break the detent. 

Again, an insecure locking pallet would 
cause it to be moved round in its pipe and 
so remove the draw and even present a dif- 
ferent side of the pallet. The best thing 
is to bring the balance to rest before mak- 
ing any alteration to the hands. 

There are many other faults taat may ex- 
ist in such an escapement, but to enumerate 
and explain each one is quite needless. 
Each test may not be necessary to be per- 
formed, as it will be found that two or 
three faults may be consequent from only 
one. What has already been mentioned is 
merely to show the workman and to give 
him an idea how the various parts of this 
escapement are constructed and should be 
in relation to one another, also the effects 
of a few errors and of changes and how he 
may secure any desired result. Wauth the 
accompanying drawing this should be fairly 
eas) The evolution of the chronometer 
has shown itself to be a lasting tribute to 
the science of horology and what man can 
attain. 

Grossman says: “Chronometers are the 
product of a twofold effort first, of the 
theorist, who by his calculations determines 
all the principles; second, of the practical 
workman, who faithfully follows these in 
the execution of his work. The practical 
object of the technical study of horology 
is to approach as nearly as possible in pub- 
lic timepieces the results of the precision 
chronometer, at least as far as concerns the 
exactness of timekeeping. This purpose 
will surely be attained when horology, sec- 
onded by the admirable resources of me- 
chanics, will entirely cease to be an art, too 
oft_n empirical, and become purely a me- 
chanical science.”

How to Carry the Watch.

Make a pocket somewhat similar to 


that used to carry a wrist watch, but at- 
tach it to the left coat sleeve about two 
inches above the elbow, with the 12 fer- 
ward, and the center of the watch slightly 
orward of the center of the arm. Fasten 
this pocket to the sleeve by the means 
that suit you best, presumably a good and 
inconspicuous form of safety pin.
